In the m any appeals which are being m ade to us to purchase defense 
stam p s and bond.', the inference given th a t the chief use of the .stamp 
program is to raise money to m a n u fa ctu re airplanes and tanks for the 
defeat of the axis forces. T h a t m uch of the money will be so used is 
true and the appeal for more weapons is especially effective because 
we all realize that, more m ilitary equipm ent is needed. 
Yet as thought l td citizens w e ought to rem em ber too th a t the 
raising of money by the governm ent to m an u factu re m ateriel for our 
arm y and our navy is not the only purpose of the defense stam p and bond 
cam paign, although of course a very laudable one. 
T he governm ent could raise all the m oney it needed through th e 
banks as it has in tim e past and do it m uch more quickly, if the sole 
object, was raising money. But there is more to it th a n th at, T he p u r­ 
chase of defense bonds and stam ps perform s another great service. It 
tends to fasten ti,<1 habit of saving on the American people, a habit which 
has been too m uch neglected in past years and lias even been frowned 
on by some of those in high authority. 
B ut let it not be forgotten th at when we buy bonds and stam ps 
wc are not only helping to arm and equip our fighting m en —we are 
stren g th en in g our economic fortress at home, a fortress w ithout which 
little fighting could be done. T he more bonds and stam ps our people buy,' 
the more their savings increase, and the greater is the decrease of their 
purchases for non-essential articles. And the less .spending there is for 
things o th er th a n defense stam ps and bonds, the less chance there is for 
inflation to assum e dangerous proportions and inflation is one peril 
we are all seeking to avoid. T here 
are plenty of dangers to confront 
without taking on a series economic peril. 
Let us rem em ber then th a t when we buy stam ps and bonds we are 
doing even m yie th a n providing m oney for m ilitary and naval equipment.

LONDON. 
Feb. 18,—Germ an U- 
boat commanders today are oper­ 
ating under new orders. 
They 
have 
dropped 
the “woif- 
pack” strategy with 
which 
they 
waged war on convoys virtually all 
last year, and are now concentrat­ 
ing on mass attacks in which all 
available submarines in any 
one 
area are called into combined ac­ 
tion. 
Veteran British navy men with 
long experience in convoy work, re­ 
porting the new development, said 
that the new strategy works as fol­ 
lows : 
Concentrate U-Boats 
Directly air reconnaissance shows 
th at a certain area is being used as 
a convoy route, ail available U- 
boats are concentrated. 
Once the 
convoy has been intercepted, a t­ 
tacks continue day after day by 
successive 
groups 
of 
submarines 
strung out 
along 
the foreseeable 
or reported track of the convoy. 
As many as 20 or 24 U-boats, 
working either in three flotillas or 
six half flotillas, are being used in 
these 
mass attacks, 
which, 
from 
all accounts being received at Brit­ 
ish ports, are being tried not only 
in the eastern Atlantic, but also 
in the approaches to the M editer­ 
ranean and perhaps in the Mediter­ 
ranean itself. 
Old Method of Attack 
Preceding phases in the U-boat 
war against British commerce were, 
first, attack by two or sometimes 
three submarines on one convoy 
at dusk or dawn, and, second, a t­ 
tack by a flotilla or wolfpack of 
about 
eight 
boats 
in 
successive 
waves over several hours. 
In the first phase, attacks were 
speedily ’ broken off when the es­ 
corting warships counter-attacked. 
This phase continued well into the 
spring of last year, even at the 
time w’hen the wolf-pack method 
of assault was being used, but was 
discontinued 
when 
the 
Germans 
found it too costly. 
The second phase started in 
a 
small wav early last year and had 
worked 
itself 
into 
full 
fury 
by 
last fall, when wolf-pack attacks 
were being made on virtually every 
convoy 
attempting 
the 
Atlantic 
crossing. 
But careful British official state­ 
ments showed that the woif-pack 
angle w a s' being countered 
with 
new devices, taking a heavy toll of 
underwater craft. 
The new mass attack system ap ­ 
parently 
is the German 
answer. 
Figures cannot be given, for se^ 
curity reasons, but in authoritative 
London quarters the belief prevails 
that the mass attack has not yet 
proven very successful for the G er­ 
mans, who have lost a fairly heavy 
percentage' of the vessels operat- 
in°*. 
The last big wolf-pack attack wa> 
made against a Britain-bound con­ 
voy in the middle of December. Two 
m erchant ships out of 30 and two 
of the escort were sunk. 
The G er­ 
mans lost 
three submarines 
and 
probably had more seriously d am ­ 
aged or lost. 
It was obviously a 
poor balance sheet for an attack 
which had lasted five days.

“This is the only fair thing to 
do.” Edmiston declared

behind, and the 
government 
shouldn't undertake to do it all. I 
think the way it will work, no man 
will be called on to make the com- 
pulsory allotments until he has been 
in service for at least four months, 
and by that time he will be getting 
at least $30 a m onth.”
